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Clayton Threatens 
The Airport's Future 


The demand by Clayton County for 
tax revenue from Atlanta airport prop- 
erty located in that county is, to say 
the least, shortsighted. It poses a serious 
menace to further development of the 
airport and, for that matter, to de- 
velopment of other airports all over the 
state. 

The threat by Clayton’s two House 
members to secure passage of a legisla- 
tive act giving their county tax powers 
over the airport property could open a 
Pandora’s box which would all but wreck 
the facility. With such a precedent, air- 
ports all over the state would become 
vulnerable and development of aviation 
could be delayed by many years. 

It is difficult to understand the atti- 
tude of Clayton officials. The county 
stands to gain more from the airport's 
development than any community in 
Georgia and virtually without cost to the 
county itself. Hundreds of people who 
live in the county are employed there and 
this number will grow if the airport it- 
self is permitted to grow. 

The facility has opened up great in- 
dustrial possibilities for Clayton, giving 
it an opportunity to speed up business 
development by many years. Would its 
people want to stop this? 

Atlantans now are being asked to 
vote for a 10-million-dollar bond issue 
for further airport development, of which 
Clayton countians will get the benefit 
without investing a dime. It is just too 
much to expect Atlantans in addition to 
pay taxes to Clayton on improvements 
they have made in this public project. 


_ The airport is a non-profit venture. 
While theoretically it is an Atlanta proj- 
ect, it actually belongs to all of Georgia 
since all Georgians use it and since it is 
making the state one of the most impor- 
tant aerial centers of the nation. Its 
revenues go into retirement of bonds and 
revenue certificates for constant improve- 
ments which are necessary. 

Such a nuisance tax measure would 
endanger all future bond issues and reve- 
nue certificates. Who would want to 
buy either if there is such a tax threat 
against them? If airport property is tax- 
able, then every other taxing agency— 
every county and city involved—could 
follow a similar procedure. The result 
would be strangulation of airport prog- 
ress. 

We urge Clayton County representa- 
tives not to go through with this danger- 
ous proposal. But if they insist, the 
General Assembly must reject it for the 
good of all Georgia.

Lincoln’s Stature Grows 


With Passing of Years 


This is Abraham Lincoln's birthday. 
He was born Feb. 12, 1809. 


Carl Sandburg, the greatest biographer 
of Lincoln, said of him when asked how 
he had managed to keep on with years of 
research, “The son-of-a-gun grows on 
you.” 


He has grown on America ever since 
he entered the White House and he was 
a tall man then. He keeps on growing. 
Henry Grady, the great Southern editor 
of the last century, called him “the great- 
est American” because in him was fused 
the “frontier woodsman and the aristo- 
crat; the Puritan and the Cavalier,” so 
that he reflected the graces, the tender- 
ness and strength of the Republic. 


Stephen Vincent Benet, in “John 
Brown's Body,” wrote of one of Lincoln's 
favorite stories. It was of the old hunter 
near Pigeon Creek who had a kennel full 
of hunting dogs. But one old dog he never 
would sell or lend. 


This dog was old and sleepy. He 
wasn’t much on looks or speed. The 
young dogs could outrun him any time, 
outlook him and outleap him. “I know 
all that,”’ said the old hunter, “but, Mis- 
ter, that dog’s hell on a cold scent and once 
he gets his teeth in what he’s after, hé 
won't let go until he knows he’s dead.” 


Lincoln was patient in a time of great 


crisis. He could say when they demanded 


of him to announce his policy, that his 
policy was to have no policy. He could 
keep his head when all about him men 
were losing theirs. He sank his teeth in 
justice and held on until the Union was 
saved. 


In our time, it is well to think not so 
much on what he said, but on his faith. It 
is possible to lift sentences out of context 
and quote most men on most anything. 
His faith in the Union, and the Repub- 
lic and today it is for us, the living, to 
read again the Gettysburg Address and 
craw out faith anew from it. Let the 
foolish voices be heard. But hold to the 
faith in our country and its purpose for 
men.

Settle Legal Question 
About Jekyll Lot Sales 


In view of the doubt about the le- 
gality of selling all or any part of Jekyll 
Island, the Georgia Senate had best 
establish whether it is on sound legal 
grounds before proceeding with House- 
approved plans to sell lots on the island. 


As long as such doubt exists, there 
is bound to be few buyers. 


Despite arguments to the contrary, 
the manner in which the state acquired 
the island—through condemnation pro- 
ceedings—has brought up serious ques- 
tions in the minds of some lawyers about 
whether it can be sold. They fear that 
any attempts at sales would leave the 
state vulnerable to contests from its for- 
mer owners. 


If is now up to the Senate, since 
the House yesterday approved lot sales 
without settling the matter of legality. 

Meanwhile, Sen. Peyton Hawes has 
called for a ruling on the matter. But 
even such an opinion from the attorney 
general might not be conclusive. Who, for 
instance, would have final authority in 
approving sales? Would it be the gover- 
nor? 

Sen. Hawes also has made another in- 
telligent proposal. He is for setting up 
a new Jekyll Authority which largely 
would remove it from politics. He doubts 
whether an appointive authority ever will 
be able to achieve that end. So do we. 
Sen. Hawes’ suggestion deserves thorough 
éxploration. 

But even if such sales should prove to be 
legal, the present members of the 
authority or any other group which 
might succeed them ‘should reserve the 
beach areas for development for all the

League of Women Voters Raises Questions 
On Public Schools Teaching Driver Course 


Atlanta—In connection with the 
consideration of the driver edu- 
cation program in the public 
schools, the League of Women 
Voters would like to raise some 
questions: 


1. While no citizen can doubt 
the need for driver education to 
increase traffic safety, are the 
schools the proper system to carry 
out this program? 

2. Are there enough teachers 
and classrooms available to carry 
out this program? 

3. How will the expense be met? 
It has been proposed that the 
estimated $25 per pupil cost be 
met by income from the sale of 
operators’ licenses. At least $1,- 
731,502 would be required next 
year, whereas the income from 
operator’s licenses in 1955-56 was 
$1,546,502. ~ 

4. Would there be available in 
every locality the civie-minded 
automobile dealers to donate cars 
necessary to the program? The 
costs of the automobiles would be 
above the $25 per pupil cost. 

Thirty hours of classroom in- 
struction per semester would be 
required in addition to six hours 
of individual instruction behind the 
wheel if the program is modeled 
after the courses now being given, 
for example, at North Fulton High 
School. The load that can be 
carried by any one teacher is 
about 16 pupils per semester. In 
1957-58 there will be 69,258 stu- 
dents in the 10th grade. This 
means that 4,328 teachers could 
be required to meet the needs 
over the state or 2,164 assuming 
that 32 students could be taught 
in two semesters by the same 
teacher. 

Do we have enough teachers and 
classrooms now to provide the 
basic reading, science and math 
courses necessary?

WASHINGTON—In measuring this expanding 
nation of ours, particularly the health and growth 
of its economy, it is important to look at other 
facts than the size of the national budget. 


Many are anxious, even 


alarmed, at President Eisenhower's projected 72-billion-dollar budget 


which the White House deems the 

But we need to appreciate, I 
think, that if the administration 
can hold the rate of growth in 
federal spending well below the 
rate of growth in our economy 
during the coming decade, we are 
in a sound position. 


Here are some of the things 
which are in the making for the 
decade 1955 to 1965 as projected 
by the most careful economists, 
government and private: ‘ 

Our population, which was 168 
million on July 1, 1956, will be 
193 million in 1965, an increase of 
25 million. 


The nation’s labor force will 
reach 79,200,000 in 1965, an in- 
crease of over one million. 

The gross national product— 
the total of all goods and serv- 
ices produced annually — was 
412 billion dollars in 1956 and is 
expected to reach 560 billion 
dollars in 1965.

It is conceded here that the 
problem of composing differences 
in the Gaza Strip is more diliffi- 
cult. This is an area without self- 
support. It has very little supplies 
of its own and not even enough 
water to sustain the 200,000 Arab 
refugees now living there. 

The. United States wants to see 
either the United Nations Emer- 
gency Force take up positions 
between Egypt and Israel in the 
Gaza Strip or, if this cannot be 
arranged, to increase the number 
of U.N. observers in that area ‘o 
guard against or report any fight- 
ing in the future. 

This policy would also be made 
clear in any U.S, declaration that 
might be made within the next 
few days.

It’s a thing Atlanta got into, rather belatedly it turned out, 
and some small towns in the state have dabbied at with consider- 
able interest and enthusiasm. (Cleveland is the one I think of first. 
I went along with a photographer when a class in municipal plan- 
ning from Georgia Tech began a series of studies which developed 
into a comprehensive and imaginative plan for the growth of the 


pretty little mountain town.) 


The purpose of Mr. Fellows’ bills is to assign to some far- 
sighted, responsible citizens in every community the task of 
looking ahead and trying to visualize the needs of the future and . 
to lay a little practical groundwork for that growth. Mr. Fellows 
didn't say so, but I wouldn't be surprised if a planned city of the 
future won't somehow avoid the constant digging up of water 
and gas mains, the eternal hacking away at the streets, which 
is apparently going to be Atlanta’s portion from now on. With suffi- 
cient foresight there may even be a way of avoiding the develop- 
ment of slums which even exist in some of the prettiest little 


towns in the state.
